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perfumery receptacle. 

In Fig. i, the reference numerals 1, 1 designate a pair of 
holders, one end sides of which form openings 1A, 1A and the 
bottoms IB, IB of the other end sides of which form tilted faces 
1C, 1C tilting at an angle of 45° respectively, and spray type 
perfumery receptacles 3, 3' (hereinafter called receptacles) are 
mounted in the respective holders 1, 1 from the openings 1A sides 
via intermediate frames 2, 2. Then, the bottoms IB of the holders 
1 are rotatably attached to the connection faces 6A of a connection 
member 5 referred to later. 

The respective holders 1 and receptacles 3, 3- will be described 
with reference to Fig. 8 and Fig. 9. Each holder 1 is formed angu- 
larly and cylindrically with bottom, being made of a plastics mate- 
rial or the like, and its transverse section is formed approximately 
in square. Then, the bottom IB of each holder 1 is bored with a 
fitting hole 4 vertically to the tilted face 1C, said hole 4 being 
rotatably fitted with a connection shaft 8 referred to later while 
being located at the center of the bottom IB, and the tilted face 1C 
of said fitting hole 4 is provided with an annular groove 4A into 
which a washer 10 referred to later is involved. Further, position- 
ing grooves ID, ID. . . engageable with positioning ribs 9 referred to 
later are provided near the angular corners of each tilted face 1C. 

On the other hand, intermediate frames 2, 2 are fit mounted to 
the openings 1A of the respective holders 1. Each intermediate 
frame 2 consists of a flange 2A radially extending, a fit abutment 
2B extending downwards from said flange 2A, and a projection 2C 
extending upwards from said flange 2A, and the inside of said abut- 
ment 2B is provided with ribs 2D, 2D, ...for retaining disengageably 
the receptacle 3 or 3 ■ . The receptacles 3, 3' consist of main 
bodies 3A, 3A- and spray nozzles 3B, 3B', and the tops of said main 
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bodies 3A, 3A« are provided with shoulders 3C, 3C which are re- 
tained in a friction engagement state by the respective ribs 2D 
of said intermediate frame 2. Further, predetermined kinds of 
perfumes are filled in said main bodies 3A, 3A« , and each perfume 
is to be sprayed to the outside by operating under pressure said 
respective spray nozzles 3B, 3B • . 

Thus, if the fit abutment 2B of the intermediate frame 2 is 
fitted to the opening 1A of each holder 1 up to the position of the 
flange 2A, and the receptacles 3, 3' are inserted under pressure 
into the respective holders 1 from the projection 2C side of the 
intermediate frame 2, the shoulders 3C, 3C of the receptacles 3, 3' 
become to be disengageably retained by the respective ribs 2D of 
said intermediate brame 2. At that time, it is arranged such that 
the projection 2C of the intermediate frame 2 are located at one. 
sides of the spray nozzles 3B, 3B' of said receptacles 3, 3' so as 
to prevent that the spray nozzles 3B, 3B' are unintentionally pressed 
and the perfumes are sprayed. 

Then, the numeral 5 designates a connection member which has 
the thickness same as each holder 1 and is formed approximately in 
isosceles triangle. As shown in Fig. 10, said connection member 5 
consists of a V-shaped member 6 having two neighboring connection 
faces 6A, 6A, and a cover 7 of n-sbape covering both sides of said 
V-shaped member 6, the bottom 7A of said cover 7 covers the tip side 
of said V-shaped member, and it defines the three sides of the iso- 
sceles triangle together with the connection faces 6A, 6A of said 
V-shaped member 6. Said V-shaped member 6 is formed with a material 
like plastics while the cover 7 is formed with a thin plate like 
aluminium plate, and both of them are integrated by means such as 
adhesive. Then, the angle between the respective connection faces 
6A of the V-shaped member is set at 90" while the angle between each 
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connection face 6a and the cover 7 is set at 45", and each connec- 
tion face 6A inclines at an angle corresponding to each tilted face 
1C of the holder 1. 

The reference numerals 8, 8 show connection shafts vertically 
erected being positioned at the center of each connection face 6A, 
the tip of each connection shaft 8 is provided with a semi- spherical 
drawal stopper 8A f and an expanding slot 8B is formed inside the 
drawal stopper 8A so as to make the fitting of each holder 1 into 
the fitting hole 4 easier. Further, the references 9, 9... are ribs 
for positioning being provided near each corner of the connection 
faces 6A, and each positioning rib 9 is arranged to be disengageable 

with each positioning groove ID provided in the tilted face 1C of 

each holder 1. 

Furthermore, the numerals 10, 10 designates washers mouted to 
said connection shafts 8, each washer 10 has a slit 10 at its one 
end as shown in Fig. 11, it is formed approximately in C-shape, and 
ribs 10B, 10B project from the upper face of the washer 10 while 
keeping intervals of about 120° so as to provide a springing property. 

Thus, as shown in Fig. 3 to Fig. 6, by fit engaging the fitting 
hole 4 of each holder 1 with each connection shaft 8 of said connec- 
tion member 5, each holder 1 and the connection member 5 are rotata- 
bly connected. At that time, each washer 10 is involved into the 
annular groove 4A of each fitting hole 4, but each ribe 10B of each 
washer 10 is elastically deformed in each annular groove 4A so as to 
reversely energize each annular groove 4A upwardly. Therefore, each 
fitting hole 4 is held between the drawal stopper 8A of each connec- 
tion shaft 8 and each washer 10 so as to be endorsed with a pre- 
determined slide resistance. Then, if each holder 1 is turned about 
the connection shaft 8 along each connection face 6A of the connection 
member 5, the positioning groove ID of each holder 1 disengeably 
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engages with each positioning rib 9 of the connection member 5 
each time of turning by 90° , when each bolder 1 is arranged to 
be positioned in the location, as shown, for example, in Fig. 2 
to Fig. 6. 

Thus, according to the present embodiment, as shown in Fig. 
12, it is possible that each holder 1 is extended rectilinearly 
via the connection member 5, and hair dressing cosmetics 11 and 
the brush 12 can be suitably used while seeing a mirror 13. More- 
over, as shown in Fig. 13, if the respective holders 1 are arranged 
in a parallel state in neighboring contact with one another, the 
receptacle can be stored or carried very conveniently, and the 
mirror 13 can be involved between the holders 1 thereby to certain- 
ly prevent it from damaging. Further, even in the present embodi- 
ment, as shown in Fig. 3 to Fig. 5, in the above first embodiment, 
each holder 1 can be set to privide it with various directivities 
so that brushing arid hair dressing can be carried out with pleasure. 
In addition, at hair dressing and brushing each holder 1 can be 
used as a handle whereby the hair dresing and brushing can be 
simplified. 

Brief Description of the Drawings: 

Fig. 1 to Fig. 11 show a holder in combination for spray type 
perfumery receptacle according to a first embodiment of the inven- 
tion > in which Fig. 1 is a front view thereof, Fig. 2 a perspective 
view thereof, Fig. 3 to Fig. 5 are explanatory front views showing 
the states where the respective holders are turned so as to be set 
in their different positions, Fig. 6 is a front view showing the 
case where the respective holders are set in parallel, Fig. 7 is a 
perspective view showing the state same as Fig. 6, Fig. 8 is a 
disassembled longitudinal section showing the state where the 
intermediate frame is mounted to the holder shown in Fig. 1, Fig. 9 



is a front view of the perfumery receptacle shown in Fig. 1, Fig. 
10 is a front view where the connection member shown in Fig. 1 is 
partially broken, and Fig. ll is a plan view of the washer shown 
in Fig. 10; and 

Fig. 12 and Fig. 13 are holders in combination for hair dress- 
ing according to a second embodiment of the invention, in which 
Fig. 12 is a front view thereof, and Fig. 13 is a perspective view 
showing the case where the respective holders are set in parallel.
